TURKS AREJRIVEN BACK 


The Greeks Rout Them and Are Hoi Threat- 


ening Turkish Main Any. 
Turkey 


Assuies That War Is Declared. 


[Special dispatch Jo the Transcript."! 


Larissa, April 14.—Actual war is now 


proceeding, thou.gb.not formally declared. 
This will probably follow within a few 
hours now. 


The Turkish government has formally 


informed the Greek government that any 
further raid of irregulars into Turkish 
territory will be regarded by Turkey as a 
declaration of war. Today such further 
raids have been progressing, and Turkey 
will have to assume that war has been de- 
clared. 


The Greek irregulars have now cap- 


tured the stronfihold-of Batino in Mace- 
donia alter severe fighting. Forty of the ^ 
Turks were killed and the Greeks and in- 
surgents occupy a strong position. The 
Turks have tried to drive them from it 
but have been signally repulsed with se- 
vere loss. 


The Greeks thon assumed the offensive 


and cut up a whole Turkish detachment, 


captured a number of Turkish soldiers, a 
conoy of provisions, a large amount of 
ammunition and army mules. 


After this success the Greeks advanced 


to the neighboring town of KipurL Later 
dispatches today state that the Greeks 
have passed Ktpuri, driving the Turks be- 
fore them and pushing on toward Gre- 
vona. 


Fresh troops are arriving here, and the 


enthusiasm is unabated. There is every 
preparation making for the formal de- 
claration of war and there will be a feel- 
ing of relief when open hostilities are for- 
mally declajded. 


London, April 14.—A special dispatch 


from Sakmica, the Turkish Base of opera- 
tions, says that the Greek irregulars have 
succeeded in advancing as far as Grevana. 
Tbey are rallying the population to their 
cause and are threatening the communi- 
cations between the Turkish armies at 
Elasonna and Janua.

A FIEND'S_AWFUL WORK 


Worst Crime in the History of Rhode Island 


Committed This 
Morning. 
The 


Probable Perpetrator Caught. 


(Special Dispatch to the Trauscrlpt. 


Pascoag, B. I., April 14.—What will

horrible tragedy in this state's history 
was discovered this morning and has 
shocked and enraged the whole com- 
munity. The scene of the awful occur- 
rence is at Oakland, a small village near 
here inhabited by farmer people. 


At daybreak this morning the farm 


buildings occupied by Edward Reynolds 
and family, highly respectable people, 
were destroyed by fire and lett a heap of 
ruins. In these ruins two charred bodies 
were found. Circumstantial evidence at 
once pointed to a foul murder and then 
arson as a means of concealing the deed. 


The body of Mrs. Reynolds, all hacked 


and cut, was taken from a blood-soaked 
bed by those who first discovered the fire. 
Blood stains and traces of keroscene were 


At Full Speed Standing Still. 


The concussion from an explosion of 


gas caused the throttle of engine No. 161 
to fly open in the Boston & Albany 
round house Monday. Theengine backed 
against the butting block and could go no 
farther. The drive wheels began to slip 
on the greasy rails, thus giving the en- 
gine a chance to use its steam. Then be- 
gan what might be expected by a locomo- 
tive going at full speed standing still. The 
rails became red hot and boles one-half 
inch deep were worn in them. The explo- 
sion was caused by a too closely banked 
fire. The wild engine was stopped by a 
Pitchburg railroad engineer.

The Pinkertone Capture Oaa Who 


Has Some New Methods. 


HE RAISES DRAFTS AND CHECKS. 


CMS legitimately Signed Checks, Which 


He Italics From Small to Large 


Sums by Adding a Num- 


ber of Ciphers. 


New York, April 14.—In the arrest ot 


C. T. Moore, alias Hendrlcks, Fenton, 
Hudson, Howard, Hurd, etc., by the 
Pinkertons, at Jamestown, N. T.. the 
banking fraternity are rid, for a time 
at least, o£ a very clever swindler. 


The-arrest was made at the Instance 


of the American Bankers' association. 


The swindler's method has been to 


purchase 
from 
banks 
drafts 
for 


amounts under $20, and by erasures 
and forgery raise them to the same 
amount of hundreds of dollars. He se- 
lects a city or town in which to oper- 
ate, usually not far distant from the 
place where the genuine- draft was Is- 
sued, seemingly appreciating the fact 
that the bank officer's signature would 
be known, thereby making the swindle 
more possible. 


Arriving there, he .calls at the offices 


of a boil ding and loan association and 
claims to the secretary or treasUTr 
that his brother, or relative, was in 
that town—usually selecting the name 
of a railroad engineer, fireman or tele- 
graph operator—and stating that the 
family estate has just been settled, his 
share being $700, $800 or $900, mention- 
ing the amount on the raised draft in 
his possession, and that the relative he 
named as living in the town has sug- 
gested to him that he Invest a portion 
of the money bequeathed to him In the 
building and'loan association. 


How H» Made Himtielf Solid. 


This conversation usually results in 


the association agreeing to sell his $400 
or $500 of their shares. When the stock 
is delivered to him, the swindler pays 
for It with the raised draft, receiving 
either a check on a local bank or cash 
in change and immediately decamps, 
the forgery not being discovered until 


originally issuing It for a small amount. 


Several of these raised drafts were 


upon New York banks. One drawn for 
58 by the First National bank of Con- 
neaut, O , cm thi* United States National 
bank of this city, was raised to $800. 


Two raised drafts on the Chase Na- 


tional baiik of this city were passed. 
One was raised from $2.08 to $294.80 and 
the other from $2.12 to $392.12. In hta 
possepslon when captured was a draft 
on the Third National bank of New- 
York, which had been raised from $3 to 
$560. 


In a confession, which was received 


by General Superintendent Bangs of 
the Hnkerton agency this morning, the 
swindler states that his forgery outfit 
was purchased from a stranger in the 
American hotel, at Cleveland, for $25. 
He practiced until proficient and then 
started out on a swindling trip in 1S94, 
which netted him $4,000, 


The man claims to be in the*real es- 


tate business in Cleveland and to be the 
president of the United States Fuel 
Economizer company of 1,005 "Woodland 
avenue, Cleveland. 


Since he has been operating, building 


and loan associations and banks have 
lost over $20,000 as the result of his 
swindles. 


Ktrapge Tragedy In MaRwelttuiettft. 


South Weymouth, Mass., April 14. — 


Miss Lottie Bates. 17 years of age, was 
found dead in her home, with a bullet 
through her heart. She had evidently 
been instantly killed. She was found 
sitting in a chair near the window, and 
on a table about three feet distant was 
a revolver pointed directly at her. By 
the side of the revolver on the table 
was found a card, upon which was writ- 
ten some sentences in what appeared to 
be two different handwritings. Search 
was made of the neighborhood, and two 
t ramps were arrested on suspicion of 
having committed the crime. The au- 
thorities are at a loss to decide whether 
it is a case of murder or suicide. ,

SEW-ORLEANS IS'IN GREAT DOGEB. 


It Is Feared That the levees Xcnie the 


Crescent City May Give W»y—A 


Grave Situation at St. 


Joseph. 


Omaha, April 14.—The Missouri river 


Is changing its channel past Omaha, and 
in doing so threatens to destroy proper- 
ty to the value of several million dollars. 
The river bioke through its banks about 
a mile above where it left the old chan- 
nel 20 years ago, and is now running 
two broad streams across what, were 
fertile market gardens. These streams 
lun into Florence lake, a relic of a far- 
mer cut off. From Florence lake ttie 
water is pouring into Cutoff lake, and it 
now seems only a question of a few 
hours until East Omaha Is moved into 
Iowa and all the property in line of the 
flood is swept away. 


The government gauge records a tise 


In the Missouri river ot but nine-tenths 
of a foot in the 24 hours ending at, noon. 
Five miles up the river from the loca- 
tion of the gauge is where the Missouri 
has broken its banks in two places. This 
discharge of the flood accounts Ar the 
meager showing of rise on the govern- i 
ment gauge. 
The first break in the 
j 


banks occurred a little more than a mile 
above the original channel that left ! 
Florence-lak-e in the old cut off, and the j 
water sweeps down a stretch ot land 
that has been transformed from most ! 
fertile gardens into a stream of 2,000 
feet wide and 5 feet deep. The market 
gardens of North Omaha will be swept 
away, if no further damage results. The 
people of that section of the town are 
nearly moved out and are busy getting 
away their effects in boats. Cutoff lake 
is filling up rapidly, and may soon over- 
flow, sweeping down through the upper 
railroad yards and extensive factory 
plants in the north bottoms. 


Reports from up the river are en- 


couraging, and It is. likely the extensive 
damage new tlireatened-will.be averted. 
Should the rivsr complete the cut off. it 
has threatened. East Omaha, with ex- 
tensive factory plants, including the 
great Carter white lead*works, will be 
moved Into Iowa and the 830,000.000 
bridge of the East Omaha Terminal 
company will be left across a slough, 
while the thousands of dollars expended 
by the government in protecting the 
hanks of the river along the great bend 
will have been wasted on a "cut off" 
lake. 


Down in town the situation is less 


serious than H was yesterday. The 
smelter of the Omaha & Grant company 
is still above wate.r. 
The Thomson- 


Houston electric lighting plant and the 
Willow Springs distillery can stand a 
rise of another foot, and the railroad 
companies feel that their tracks are 
safe for a time. 
All are watching, 


though, and are taking every precau- 
tion to protect their property. 
The 


weather has cleaved off here, and the 
prospects are favorable for a cessation 
of the rains. 


New Orlonnc In Gr«mt Banger. 


New Orleans, April 14 —The river 


here is beginning to rise even more 
rapidly now than 10 days ago. 
The 


gauge markfd 16.2 feet this morning, a 
rise of two-tenths of a foot since yes- 
terday, and advices from all points 
south of Vicksbure are to the effect 
that the flood is swelling, now that tha 
Yazoo is pouring a heavy flood of cre- 
vasse water Into the Mississippi. What 
extent of relief can be expected from 
the crevasse at Davis Island, which 
broke. Is problematical at present. The 
situation here grows daily more un- 
comfortable and, though a calamity is 
not imminent, there is apprehension 
with respect to the stability of levees 
at the upper and lower ends of the 
city and at Algiers on the opposite 
side. 


Steamboat captains say that from 


Bed river ctown the levees are In bet- 
ter condition than for years, and thai 
In the entire stretch from the Red 
river to New Orleans the weakest levea 
is at Carrollton, at the upper end of tha 
city. Work is going on at that point 
day and night, ^fct water continues 
to slip through, and the engineers ara 
colled on to exert themselves to the 
utmost to maintain the embankment.

Pitcher Comes to a" 


Untimely End. 


DEATH THE RESULT OF ACCIDENT. 


Side Seriously Injured While Playing a 


Practice Game. The End Comes Un- 


expectedly. 
Full Particulars of 


the Unfortunate Affair. 


The people of Williamstown, and par- 


ticularly tue faculty and students of Wil- 


deeply interested in both baseball and 
football. 
He was a splendid specimen of j 


physical manhood, being six feet tall and 
well proportioned, and until his recent 
llneas his strength was proportionate to 
his size. He possessed a gentlo and 
friendly disposition and won a host "of 
friends among the college boys, to many 
of whom, his 'death is almost like that of a 
brother. For the past year or two he had 
developed rapidly as a pitcher, which po- 
sition he was to have held this year on 
the 'vars'ty team, and his death is a very 
serious loeti to the team aside from all 
feelings of personal regard, 


The death, of Mr. Corey is the third in 


the class of '93, which is an unusual rec- 
ord. Mr. Street of Lee, a member of the 
football team, was killed in a railroad 
creasing: accident at Southbridge in the 
fall of 189-i while the team was on its way 
to the grounds where it was to engage in 
a game, and Mr. Pennoyer, the son of 
Governor Pennoyer of Oregon, died in 
Williamstown at about the same time of 
typhoid lever.

wholly unexpected that at first no one 
could accept it aa true, but the sad fact 
was soon established and the knowledge 
cast a gloom over the village such as has 
not been experienced before for a long 
lime. 


The circumstances of tlie young man's 


death are extremely sad. He bad been 
afflicted with jaundice for a considerable 
time and was still under the treatment of 
a. physician. He was, however, attending 
to his college duties as usual and felt able 
to practice on the ball field, although his 
instructors and some oi' his fellow students 
had warned him that in his condition he 
should exercise great care. His reply waa 
that he had been told that vigorous exer- 
cise would be beneficial to him; and he 
was enough of a baseball enthusiast to 
readily accept that view of the case. 


Monday afternoon the team was play- 


ing its regulai daily practice game when 
Air. Cory, while at the bat, was struck in 


Aiter the autopsy at the infirmary Tues- 


day afternoon i he remains were taken in 
charge by Undertaker Hopkins of "Wil- 
iiamttown. 
Appropriate services were 


held in the college chapel at 12 o'clock 
today, Pro!. John Hewitt officiating, 
afLer which the remains were taken to 
Buskirk's Bridge, whero the funeral will 
be attended Thursday afternoon. The 
bearers will be members of the class of 
J98, and it is probable that many of the 
class will attend the funeral.

jose consciousness, and soon rallied and 
resumed play. Later in the game while 
sliding for a base his left side came in 
contact with the baseman's knee and he 
was painfully hurt, but neither he nor any 
one else supposed the injury to be serious. 
Mr. Cory gave his side a few vigorous 
rubs and went on with the game aa 
though nothing had happened, and played 
to the finish, pitching fljre innings after 
the accident. 


At the close of the game the young man 


found himself in a very uncomfortable 
condition, but had no idea that he was 
dangerously hurt. After supper hia con- 
dition was such that he was advised to go 
to the college infirmary, and he walked 
to that place, arriving between 8 and 9 
o'clock. Dr. Olds was called. He found 
no bones broken, and after prescribing 
for the patient and leaving directions as 
to his care he left him for the eight, Mr. 
Cory suffered extreme aud constant pain, 
and at 3 o'clock in the morning his con- 
dition was such that the doctor was sent 
tor. A hypodermic injection of morphine 
quieted the patient for a time,but the pain 
returned in a few hours with all its intens- 
ity. At 11 o'clock in the forenoon the 
doctor called as;ain and another hypoder- 
mic injection was administered. By this 
time it was evident that the young man's 
condition was serious and tho doctor rec- 
ommended that the parents be notified, 
although death, at least so soon, was not 
anticipated. 


About 1 o'clock in the afternoon a de- 


cided change took place. The patient 
suddenly became unconscious, and he 
failed to respond to the restoratives ap- 
| plied by Mr. and Mrs. Brock, who are m 


charge of the infirmary, and who are 
very faithfn 1 in the discharge of their re- 
sponsible duties. A messenger was th&- 
p itched lor medical aid and Dr. Wood- 
Uridge \vas soon at the house. He \ 
followed quickly by Dr. Old&. Respira- 
tion had ceased before they arrived and 
their most vigorous efforts to restore it 
were futile. Death had ensued before 
either doctor reached tho house. 


The news spread rapidly through the 


village, but, as before stated, the people 
cnild not credit it at first. The end was 
so sudden and altogether unexpected that 
no 
ore 
v;as prepared tor the sad 


intelligence. 
But verification came all 


too soon and R feeling ot tho deepest de- 
pi ession settled clo\\n upon all who heard 
bhe unwelcome news. The letter which 
bad been mailed but a short time before 
to notify tho young man's parents of their 
eon's illness V..IK passed by a telegram 
bearing the painful announcement of his 
death. 


Medical Examiner Brown of this city 


was notified. He went at once to "Wil- 
liamstown, andj assisted by Drs. Olds and 
Woodbiidge, made an autopsy. The cause 
of death was found to be internal hemor- 
rhage resulting from a rupture of tho 
spleen. 
The blow received on the head 


previous to the injury to his side had no 
part in causing the young man's death.- 


In response to tue telegram Mr. Cory's 


parents hastened to Williamstown, arriv- 


r on the 2.53 train. 
They were met by 


sympathizing professors and thtir wives, 
and student friends of their son, who vol- 
mtecred every kindly service and offered 
such consolation as they could to the 
itnckea father and mother, whose only 
child tho young man was. 


Mr. Cory was the son of Mr. and Mrs* 


Jesse Cory of Buskirk's Bridge, N. Y., in 
which town he was born and reared. He 
would have been 21 years old next June. 
He prepared for college at Lanslngburgh, 
N. Y.j academy and entered Williams 
throe years ago in the class of '98. He 
was fond of athletics and soon became
